1. Enclosure (1) is forwarded in accordance with reference (a). 
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(U) SPECIAL SECURITY OFFICE (001) .' The SSO advises and assists 
the Commanding Officer of FICPAC in his responsibilities pertain- 
ing to the administration and control of sensitive compartmented 
information (SCI) materials and billets. The SSO also supports 
the Intelligence Production Department through the distribution 
and control of SCI materials and imagery and provides limited 
assistance to C0MSU8PAC and major afloat commands. 

(U) The FICPAC SSO currently controls over 2000 SCI documents, 
177 active SCI billets, 20 ACDUTRA billets (filled by 180 reser- 
vists over a twelve month period), four years of stored and 
cataloged overhead imagery (1982-1986), and numerous special 
files. The SSO also has responsibility for the security of 
FICPAC s two separate SCIF's (rooms 101 and 101A on the first 
deck, and rooms 305, 306, and 312 on the third deck). 

(U) During 1985, the SSO handled approximately 800 outgoing 
messages; shipped over 2000 pounds of ARFCOS material; and 
received, routed, and controlled in excess of 80,000 messages and 
13,000 pounds of AUFCOS material. This included over 385,000 
frames of imagery in various formats. 

(U) NAVAL RESERVE OFFICE (01R) . The Reserve Liaison Office is 
a part of the Executive Department of ..-Fleet Intelligence Center 
Pacific (FICPAC), Pearl Harbor, HI. The Reserve Liaison Office 
manages and administers the reserve program at FICPAC, which 
involves 695 reserve mobilization billets divided among 14 Fleet 
Intelligence Rapid Support Teams Pacific (FIRSTPAC) units located 
at 7 different drill sites throughout the western continental 
United States. Significant accomplishments this past year in- 
clude: 

(U) During 1985, 252 reservists performed ACDUTRA at FICPAC, 
contributing 17,352 man-hours of which, 12*888 were devoted to 
direct intelligence production. 

(U) SUPPORT DEPARTMENT (1 DEPARTMENT) . f The Support -Department 
provides services necessary for the planning and coordination of 
all matters relating to the general administration of the command. 
The department is comprised of the Graphics Division (11), Admin- 
istrative/Security Division (13), Document Support Division (14), 
Supply Division (15), and the First Lieutenant/Maintenance Divi- 
sion (1C). Significant accomplishments this past year include: 

(U) Graphics annual production, given in work units, is as follows:

Drafting - 8,398 
Litho - 2,546,892 
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(U) Document Support Division Annual Distribution includes the 
following : 

836 Separate pieces of correspondence 

9,222 Publications (includes 2400 DIA publications) 

3,414 Computer Tapes

(U) During this past year, over $100,000.00 worth of ADP equip- 
ment was turned over to the Defense Property Disposal Office for 
further utilization. 

(U) The Photography Branch received and installed new PAKO 
BC-24XL Color Printer. This machine, which produces superior 
quality first run prints, has reduced the waste factor by 50% 
and substantially decreased printing time. 

(U) Lithography Branch installed new System Six Printing Press 
which has enabled the branch to significantly reduce production 
time while enhancing overall product quality. 

(U) INTELLIGENCE PRODUCTION DEPARTMENT (2 DEPARTMENT) . The In- 
telligence Production Department includes Naval Analysis, Strike 
Warfare, Amphibious Support, Current Exploitation, Soviet Naval 
Analysis, Naval Special Warfare Support, Collection Management, 
and Data Base Management Divisions. The mission of the depart- 
ment is to provide all-source intelligence, with a specialty and 
emphasis on imagery interpretation and analysis. Production 
includes both current intelligence and basic encyclopedic pro- 
duction in support of fleet, theater and national consumers. 
Significant accomplishments this past year include: 
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(U) INTELLIGENCE DATA SYSTEMS (3 DEPARTMENT) . The Intelligence 
Data Systems Department provides systems analysis, programming, 
and ADP operations support to FICPAC intelligence analysts and to 
the operating forces of the U. S. Pacific Fleet. 

(U) The Department operates two independent computer centers. 
GENSER materials are produced on an • IBM 4341 system which is 
used to reformat the NIPS data base for fleet use in both magnetic 
and microfiche format. The Department also runs a system high 
DEC PDP 11/70 which provides * access for FICPAC intelligence 
analysts to local and remote data bases. 

(U) In addition to the computer centers, the V department also 
operates a complete microfiche production facility, an . informa- 
tion center, and maintains a full complement of systems analysts, 
systems, application, and data base programmers. 

(U) During 1985, the FICPAC Intelligence Data Systems Department 
provided the following products to the operating forces: 

- 3,414 computer tapes 

- 436,455 pieces of computer output microfiche 

- 103,826 pieces of source document microfiche

(U) Implemented Naval Order of Battle (NOB) hard copy and 
microfiche production under DIA delegated production guidance.
